FULL HOUSES 


With registration of Stanford 
university students for the cur- 
rent academic year virtually 
complete, Stanford Village ad- 
ministrators this week an- 
nounced population figures for 
the Menlo Park housing area. 

A total of 914 singie students, 
including 94 women, have sign- 
ed up for dormitory space in 
the Village. Family dwelling 
units—325 in all—are also full 
at this time . 

Announcing the latter sta- 
tistic officers at the Village 
called attention to the fact that 
most of the families have chil- 
dren; they called on all persons 
using streets in the area to 
drive with care. 

A majority of the married 
students are graduate students; 
dormitory dwellers are “split 
about 50-50” among graduates 
and undergraduates. 


The driving abilities of Menlo 
Park motorists are no worse than 
those of most American auto -op- 
erators, but that doesn’t mean, ap- 
parently, that they’re anything to 
brag about. 

And bowing to this realiza- 
tion, the city is investigating 
possibility of hanging its “stop 
for pedestrian” signs out of 
harm’s way above Santa Cruz 
avenue. 

“Stop 
which used to mark erosswalks of 
Santa Cruz avenue just don’t seem 
to last, if they’re placed in the 
street. Cars hit them. 

A couple of years ago, the city 
had signs on posts. The posts were} 
placed in sockets on the center- 
line of the thoroughfare, to mark 
crosswalks. The casualty rate was 
pretty high, though, so the city 
decided to replace these with an- 
other type of sign. 

ATTRACT ATTENTION 

These were supposed to work 
hor- 
ed to the street, they weren’t sup- 
posed to get broken when knock- 
ed over. And the new type signs 
were provided with a whirling 
vane on top. 

“Surely,” said students of this 
sort of thing, “this will attract at- 
tention and keep the motorists| 
from hitting the markers.” 

But no. Two weeks ago, in an- 
swer to a query from the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, City Manager 
C. L. Longson revealed that 
these signs have been taken out 
of service, because  they’re 
knocked about so constantly 
that it’s almost impossible to 
keep them in repair, whirling 
vane or not. 

But, the city manager says, the 
traffic safety commission is now 
investigating the possibility of 
suspending appropriate ~signs, 
marking pedestrian crosswalks, 

[from wires. These can be provid- 
ed with a light, he said, that can 
be turned on at night. 

And the signs, it is hoped, will 
be out of harm’s. way.

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Planners Send 
Sign Law 
On to Council 


Menlo Park’s planning commis- 
sion this week gave its approval 
to “An ordinance . . .-for the con 
trol of signs and display advertis- 
ing...” and forwarded it to the 
city council for possible further 
modification and adoption as the 
city’s official policy. 

The much “cussed and discuss- 
ed” document, complete with a 
new sliding scale on which to 
judge how many square feet of ad- 
vertising a building of a given 
“front foot” width may carry, was 
passed unanimously. 

Read and explained at the , 
commission’s Monday meeting 
were details of appeal proced- 
ure, since the city’s building in- 
spector will be in charge of ad- 
ministration of the ordinance. 

Requests for variances (permis- 
sion to construct nonconforming 
signs) will be forwarded to the 
commission only if the building 
inspector denies them; otherwise, 
the commission will not be con- 
cerned, according to the proposed 
ordinance. 

The building inspector was se- 
lected to administer the ordinance 
since he learns of impending con- 
struction when applications are 
made for building permits, City 
Attorney James T. O’Keefe Jr. 
explains. 


SETS LIMIT 

The sliding scale provides that 
no single establishment shall have 
more than 75 square feet of sign; 
this limit applies to all buildings 
having more than 50 feet of front- 
age. 

Stores having five feet of front- 
age will be allowed 15 square feet: 
of sign; from there, the “sliding 
seale” will allow smaller propor- 
tions of display space until the 
maximum is reached. 

A limit of six square feet is 
called for in the case of signs 
advertising prospective sale, 
rental or lease of houses in resi- 
dential areas. 

Signs advertising subdivisions 
shall be limited to 100 square 
feet, the ordinance proposes. 

' Permanent directional or infor- 
mational signs shall be limited to 
40 square feet, the ordinance says. 


SEPARATE FIGURES 

In the case of signs on commer~ 
cial structures, separate calcula- 
tions will be allowed for front, 
side and rear elevations of anv 
given building, the proposed ord- 
inance says. 

Signs shall not project from 
buildings more than 1 foot above 
a public right of way. 

All signs attached to buildings 
shall be placed parallel to the 
structure. 

Signs may be placed in yard ar- 
eas, with separate calculations 
for each approach.

“feeder” to the Alameda de las

sideration of the city council. 

The basic question is, are the 
library needs of our city such 
that a considerably greater con- 
tribution by our taxpayers is 
imperative? The library com- 
mittee has answered this ques- 
tion in the affirmative, recom- 
mending that the city provide a 
library building en public pro- 
perty and also increase contri- 
butions to the Operating bud- 
get. 


When Menlo Park was 


Palo Alto or Stanford university. 

Now our population is 
thirds that of Palo Alto and we 
face the question of whether we 
can still say to our people, “Take 
out a non-resident card with the 
Palo Alto publie library.” 


The committee recommends 
that we set up a library board 
by city ordinance. If the city is, 
indeed, to undertake a long 
term program of building up its 
own library, then this is in my 
opinion a logical start. 


The next significant recommen- 
dation is that the city construct a 
library building on city property. 
This is also an inevitable adjunct 
to an expanded library service. 
Somewhat controversial, even if 
the expansion program is conced- 
ed, is the recommended method 
of finance, which councilmen 
were concerned might be consid- 
ered unethical were they to use it. 


The committee recommended 
that private capital be sought to 
construct a library building on 
city property, which - the city 
would lease. 

The lease would provide that at 
the end of 20 years the building 
would become the property of the 
city. . 

This could be done by the ci- 
ty council without a vote of the 
people, as would be required 
for a bond issue. The commit- 
tee estimated that a satisfactory 
building could be constructed 
for $40,000. 


The debt service requirement 
on a $40,000 bond issue extending 
over 2 years would be about $3100 
the first year, decreasing about 
$55 each year thereafter. 

The rental of a satisfactory 
building with ultimate city own- 
ership would cost, according to 
the committee, about $3167 an- 
nually for 20 yéars. To this would 
have to be added taxes on the pro- 
perty, payable under private own- 
ership. This. would be perhaps 
around $600 annually at the pre- 
sent tax rate. The rent on the pre- 
sent library quarters is $1900 an- 
nually, with no equity being ac- 
quired in the property. 

The committee felt that as 
rental is being paid on the ex- 
isting building without acquir- 
ing an equity, that there would 
be no violation of ethics if the 
city: council avoided a vote of 
the people on a bond issue, and 
paid a higher rental on a lease 
basis and ultimately acquired 
the property. 

The sums involved are small. 
A bond issue would be less than 
a cent and one-half on the tax 
rate in the first year. The lease 
arrangement would be only a lit- 
tle more than a cent and one-half.

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Down to Earth: 


Shrubs, with Proper Layout, Can Add Beauty 
And Delight to Garden if Planting Is Planned 


By TERRY LEE 

While the planting of spring 
bulbs occupies the thoughts of the 
gardener this month, he would do 
well to consider spring blooming 
shrubs, too. 

Since the loveliest spring 
shrubs, camellias, azaleas, rhodo- 
dendrons, require filtered shade, 
the gardener must also consider 
trees. The deciduous trees are 
fine, the birch, maple, oaks, 
plums, as they protect from the 
summer sun but admit the more 
temperate spring rays. 

While overhead protection is 
welcome, it is important to 
avoid greedy feeding roots that 
steal food and moisture from 
the soil. Among the worst trees 
are poplars, willows, acacias, 
elms and the native bay tree. 

The redwood trees have proven 
most successful and pleasant in 
association with azaleas, rhodo- 
dendrons and° other acid-loving 
plants. 

Cypress, cedars and Thuja are 
also naturals for providing shade, 
wind protection and acid needles 
for these plants. 


Smaller shrubs that will blend 
in well and add extra protection 
are the Oregon grape, Evergreen 
huckleberry. heathers. and small- 
er conifers like the Mugho pine. 
A clump of birch can complete 
the picture, and of placed to the 
south edge, give extra summer 
protection. 

NEARER GROUND 

No shaded garden spot would 
be complete without ferns. One 
of my favorites is our native deer 
fern, Blechnum spicans, which 
never gets out of hand. 

Wonderful color can be added 
by cinerarias and cyclamen. These 
two are so exotic that, like a fan- 
ey dinner, I always thought them 
hard to grow. Such beauty would 
not seem to come easily. But it 
does, if put in a proper location 
as described. 

The other essential for all 

these plants is acid, friable soil. 

If the whole garden is prepared 
at once the job does not seem so 
bad. 

Proper drainage is a must, for 
no amount of peat above is going 
to help if the ground is soggy un- 
derneath. Most of Menlo Park has 
good soil down: two and even 
three feet, so this should not be 
a problem. 

DEEP PREPARATION 

The actual garden bed should 
be prepared at least 12-18 inches 
deep, with as much humus, peat 
leaf mould, ping needles, as the 
‘pocketbook will allow. 

Such materials will provide a 
loose, mositure-retaining soil that 
will let in plenty of air to the deli- 
eate fibrous root system of these 
plants. They also provide food and 
essential bacteria that busily 
break down the food elements for 
the plant’s use. 

In such a light soil, shallow 
planting is essential. The plants 
tend to sink as the soil settles. 
It is safe to plant with the top 
of the uppermost main root 
showing on the surface. This 
should be covered by a light 
mulch of pie needles to pre- 
vent burning. 

Acidity is also a basic necessity. 
A heavy dusting of agricultural 
sulphur is a safe practice — it 

breaws down slowly and its effect 
is long lasting. 


If plants tend to yellow they 
can be treated immediately with 
iron sulphate—one ounce to a gal- 
lon of water applied freely. 

BIG LIST 

The list of plants to add to such 
a shaded, acid spot is tremendous. 

Daphne enjoys this life and 
adds the earliest spring fra- | 
grance. 

Fuchsias and Japanese Pieris 
do well also, and in the summer 
African violets, gloxinia and bril- 
liant coleus or caladittm leaves 
can be added. Foxgloves, Coral 
Bells, begonias, Lily-of-the-Valley, 
violas and primulas give extra 
color.

If you are putting in a néw 
lawn that will be near a decidious 
tree, don’t wait a week longer. 
Falling leaves can smother the 
new grass, and unless the grass 
has been growing a few weeks it 
will be too tender to withstand a 
light raking. 

Cut o® faded hydrangea flow- | 
ers. Cut just above a strong un- 
flowered lateral or well developed 
buds.

Soak deeply the soil around 
chrysanthemums and asters that 
are in bloom or bud. Stake these 
plants if they are top-heavy. 


It is a good time to throw 
a spadeful of rotted manure 
around the base of every shrubs 
and seratch it in with a hoe. The 
fall rains will do the rest of 
your work in getting the food 
value to the roots. 

Winter vegetables can be plant- 
ed anytime, though broccoli, Brus- 
sel sprouts and cabbage are best 
put in as plants. | 

Parsley, radish, spinach, Swiss 
chard and lettuce grow rapidly 
from seed, and onions best from 
sets. 

Vegetables aré more tender and 
sweet when they grow rapidly, so 
take advantage of these warm 
days.

Asserted Hit-Runner 
‘Is Held to Answer 


October 14 has been set as date 
for preliminary hearing on a hit- 
run charge filed against Manuel 
A. Rondon, 37-year-old Redwood 
City man, who is charged with 
driving from the scene of a recent 
| accident at Middlefield and Marsh 
roads in Atherton. 

Meanwhile occupants of the car 
which Rondon assertedly struck. 
i have filed suit for $60,000 dam- 
ages.

The completion date was given 
by Col. E. L., Norberg, architect 
for the building and Howard Gal- 
lagher, supervising geologist who 
will be in charge, before the Men- 
lo Park planning commission 
Monday. 

Gallagher said it is expected 
that the exterior of the building 
will be finished by the October 
date; completion of the interior 
awaits installation of movable 
partitions being manufactured 
by eastern suppliers. 

The completion date was given 
after the architect and survey re- 
presentative applied for permis- 
sion to clost in part of a covered 
car port, for storage of rock sam- 
ples and outdoor material.

FIRST GENERAL MEETING OF YEAR 


Health Council 
Tells Goals at 
Friday Meeting 


As if this mid-Peninsula area of 
our hadn’t enough to be proud of 
already, there is now a firmly- 
footed movement going straight 
ahead to provide the Redwood 
City to Mountain View area with 
a comprehensive Children’s health 
program. 

Instigators of this new move- 
ment are the spirited men and 
women comprising the Children’s 
Health council, who held their se- 
cond general meeting last Friday. 

The meeting, convened to ac- 
quaint the public with the coun- 
cil’s goals, was led off by Henry 
McIntyre, chairman, who outlined 
the organization’s brief history 
since its inception late this spring. 
SURVEY 

McIntyre explained that the 
council was planning a survey of 
child health problems in the area, 
including the incidence of such 
things as speech defect and cere- 
bral palsey: coinciding with this 
survey would be another concern- 
ing the availability of facilities to 
meet health needs. 

Future goal of the council, Mc- 
Intyre pointed out, will be to pro- 
vide 100 per cent care for all 
youngsters of the mid-Peninsula: 
the prepaid care to take in every 
aspect of child health, regardless 
of ability to pay. 

Dr. Esther Clark, pediatrician. 
then discussed the council’s first 
project—a nursery for retarded 
children which opened Septem- 
ber 21 at 457 College avenue in 
South Palo Alto. The facility, said 
Dr. Clark presently has on its staff 
one highly qualified teacher, one 
professional assistant and two vol- 
unteer assistants. 

GREAT AID 

The school, which numbered 11 
pupils at its opening, has received 
great aid from the area Retarded 
Children’s council, who  volun- 
teered time in helping to lJoeate 
an dto equip the center. 

The Children’s Health council 
will have as its next project, Dr. 
William C. Doust, pediatrics psy- 
chologist, announced, a guidance 


child behavior can be ironed out. 
This center will provide three 
distinct types of help, Dr. Doust 


explained. First, there will be 
preventative aid, that used to 
straighten out problems more 


quickly through advice and sup- 
port for the parents. 
SPECIAL GUIDANCE 

The more deeply-rooted emo- 
tional disturbances, which need 
particular guidance, would come 
under the heading of therapeutics. 
while the third class would in- 
clude the diagnostic arm where 
medical experts, social psychia- 
trists and the like could find out 
where problems arise. 

Dr. Bruce Jessup, pediatrician, 
was the next speaker. Dr. Jessup 
has recently returned from the 
Rusk Rehabilitation center in 
New York City; while there, he 
spent six months observing their 
program for crippled children. 

Dr. Jessup’s talk dealt with a 
similar facility for this area, an 
extension of the rehabilitation 
program for physically handicap- 
ped youngsters. 
TEAM WORK 

The pediatrician emphasized. 
as did Dr. Doust, the value and 
importance of teamwork for all 
specialized and professional care 
toward the goal of total study of 
the child, which the council—first 
group in the area -to do so — is 
helping to integrate.

Hears ‘Rose’ Talk 


At last week’s meeting of the 
fenlo Park Garden club it was 
decided to hold a flower show in 
May, the first one planned by the 
one year old association.

| and hybridizer of roses. Mr. Stock- 


ing discussed rose culture, and 
opened his talk by advising any 
gardener to confine his garden to 
what he can care for easily and to 
plan for a year-round show of 
blooms. 3 
First thing a rose-grower should 
do, according to the nurseryman, 
is to choose a spot in the garden 
that has at least a half day of full 
sun, not near roots of any large 
trees. A hole about two feet deep 
and 18 inches across should be 
dug and the hole filled with a 
mixture of 10 per cent peat moss, 
10 per cent cow manure, 5 per 


cent alfalfa leaf meal and 75 per | 


cent soil. 


Bare roots should be placed | 
over the cone, he said, and down; | 


the roots trimmed if too long. Soil 
mixture should then be filled in 
and tamped down until bud unien 
is level with the ground. Finally, 
a basin around the bush should be 
made and filled with a mulch of 
cow manure.
